Enormous German Concern for the 
Manufacture of Guns and Missiles 
of War. 


To lish people the German danger 
always is closely identified with the 
great firm of Krupps. Some time ago 
a controversy arose in England con- 
cerning an alleged secret increase in 
the number of workmen employed by 
0 the firm. It was denied at the time, 

but from the report . published by 
the Essen Chamber of Commerce it ap- 
pears that the Krupps force on May 1 
last numbered 68,906 men, an increase of

The Chamber of Commerce port 
gives some interesting figures {llustrat- 
ing the continued growth of this Ger- 
man concern. In 1909 Krupps used i,- 
394,000 tons of coal and 771,000 tons of 
coke, The gas works produced gas for 
2004 street lamps and for 32,207 work- 
shops, offices, and dwelling houses. In 
addition the central electric generating 
station produced 39,640,000 kilowatts of 
electric energy, compared with 25,541,000 
kilowatts in the previous year. 

In 1909 the cast-steel works contained 
7500 working machines, 435 steam boil- 
ers, [54 steam engines of from 2000 to 
100 power, and an aggregate ca 
pacity of 89,430 horse power; 2690 eilec- 
tric motors having an aggregate power 
of 50,491 horse power. 

In the testing house of the cast-stee! 
works at Essen and in the rolling mills 
220,000 tests were carried out in 1909, 
being 20,000 more than in 1908. In ad- 
dition 31,500 shots and 208,250 pounds of 
powder were fired during 1909 in the 
three proof butts attached to the works.

DARING FEAT. 


WILD FLIGHT 
ACROSS SEAS. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


DEAL (Eng.) Aug. 17.—It has been 
reserved for an American citizen to 
perform one of the most daring feats 
in the history of aviation. 

John B. Mossiant of Chicago flew 
across the English Channel from Calais 
to Tilmanstone, today, with a passen- 
ger, and by this achievement far sur- 
passed the feats of Bieriot, De Lesseps 
and the English aviator Rolls, who 
afterwards met his death at Bourne- 
mouth. 

The two-man flight from France to 
England was the most astonishing in 
thet it was only a month ago that 
Moissant learned to fly and was so 
little known among air men that not 


was reputed to be a Spaniard and 
was only when he landed in England 
today that it was revealed that he is 
a young Chicago architect. 

To make the feat still more surpris- 
ing, Moissant was totally ignorant of 
the, geography of his cruise. He had 
never been in Englard and was obliged 
to rely entirely on ine compass while 
crossing the channel in the teeth of @ 
strong easterly wind.

The last stage of Moissant’s flight, 
the trip across channel, was ac- 
complisned in a strong breeze, the wind 
being so high that experienced avia- 
tors looked on the start as foolish. It 
was such a wind as repeatedly deterred 
Blertot, Latham and others, from at- 
tempting the passage of the straits and 
correspondents who had witnessed the 
earlier attempts to cross the channel 
‘confidently wired their papers that 
Molssänt would not start before even- 
ing, when the wind was predicted to 
fall. 


TORPEDO BOAT CONSORT. 

Nevertheless, as soon as he could ar- 
range fcr a French torpedo boat to 
follow him across the channel, Mois- 
sant launched his aéroplane from the 
cliffs near Calais at 10:45 this mor#- 
ing and started for the English shore. 

The breeze was still strong, and the 
mcnoplane, which, like other Blerint 
machines, appeared to spectators less 
steady in the air than the heavier bi- 
pline, pitched and rolled so dangerous- 
ly that spectators believed it in immi- 
nent danger. 

Moissant, however, though one of the 
youngest aviators, managed his ma- 
chine with the greatest skill, and as 
the Bleriot, with its guide, passed ovt 
of the zone of greatest danger near 
the shore, seemed to steady his ma- 
chine, and as she passed out of sight 
of Calais, she was, according to the 
reports received here, flying at an al- 
titude of about 500 feet. 

Moissant expected to land at Dover, 
but was driven a few miles north and 
made the coast near passing 
over Walmer Castle and the marine 
barracks at 11:15 a.m. He was unable 
to continue the journey to London, se 
numbed was he by the cold, an 
landed near Tilmanstone, a short dis- 
tance from Deal.

ONTROL OF STREAM WATERS. 

In the earnest discussion concerning the use of 
stream waters for power purposes in the public 
lands owned by the people of the United States 
there is a good deal of confused thought. The sub- 
ject is one of complicated legal enactment reach- 
ing back to the common laws of England and the 
early. enactments of Spain, and the colonies of both 
these nations. | 

Russell L. Dunn of San Francisco has favored the 
country with what he calls “a dissertation” on this 
subject. It is a pamphlet of about sixty pages 
embellished with maps, the whole forming an ad- 
mirable discussion of this important question. We 
would like greatly to quote freely from these pages, 
but the space required is prohibitory. We can only 


readers of The Times some of the most salieht points 
necessary to possess in order to reach anything like 
a fair conclusion. 

In England the right to use water from a stream 
by the riparian land owners along such stream for 
time immemorial consisted of simply the privilege 
of taking enough water for domestic purposes, and 
involved the obligation of letting the main stream 
run on unchanged in ‘quality as well as quantity to 
dwellers or property owners on the stream below 
any given point. This water might be used to turn 
a water wheel anywhere upon the stream, provided 
by so doing the quantity was not permanently di- 
minished nor the quality polluted. This English 
common law came cver to the United States with 
the English colenists and prevailed everywhere 
throughout the thirteen original States. There was 
no question aboyt this right to use the waters of a 
stream by the owners of property along its banks. 

Under English rule in America municipal laws 
were made by the different colonies defining the 
rights of riparian owners to the use of the waters 
of the stream and regulating that use in order not 
to infringe upon the rights of others farther down 
at any given point on said stream. It was a sov- 
ereign right held by the colony under the dominion 
of the home government. With the formation of 
the American Union each State controlled by Eng- 
lish common law reserved to itself certain rights 
not yielded to the central government, under the 
general Constitutions of the States. The original 
States never surrendered their sovereign rights to 
control the waters within their borders. 
Under the English law at home and under all 
applications of it in the United States the sovereign 
power of the State over the waters was never per- 
mitted to be infringed upon or diminished. The 
riparian rights were simply construed under Eng- 
lish and American law as an easement. This ease- 
ment belonged in perpetuity to the owner of the 
property along the stream, and under certain 
licensed regulations such riparian owner was per- 
mitted to use the waters of the stream running past 
his land. He might have a piece of property extend- 
ing a mile or ten miles inland from the stream, and 
his riparian privileges in the water covered al! his 
holdings. He might seli a strip a mile wide or 
almost ten miles wide and reserve from land thus 
sold all riparian privileges. He might confine that 
to a mere thread along the banks of the stream, and 
that easement he might sell to any one of the pro- 
prietors of the land he sold in its entirety, or he 
might convey that to a land-holder on the opposite 
bank of the stream. . 

As the Eastern States were colonized the central 


lands in the Territories not erected into States; but 
whenever a Territory wes erected into a State, in

having their navigable uses in any way curtailed. 
With the Louisiana purchase the United States 
came into ion of immense areas of territory 
before under French law, differing materially from 
English laws in some respects. Later, by the ad- 
mission of Texas, formerly a part of the republic 
of Mexico, and later by acquisition from Mexico

This brought into our juris- 
prudence the Spanish system of dealing with ripar- 
jan water rights. These were very different from 
the English rights. There are not many navigable 
streams in Old Spain that reach very far from tide- 
water. There are practically none in Mexico and 
few in California. In Old Spain, in Mexico and in 
California water was valuable for other reasons 
than navigation. They are all countries of compar- 
atively small rainfall, and with a “dry season” and 
a “wet season.” Under Mexican sovereignty the 
water of nearly all streams was of very great value 
for irrigation purposes. It was recognized that the 
privilege of using this water should naturally go
